Does Much Damage. 


The breaking up of tha Ice ^nrgea at 
Cincinnati resulted In much damage to 
property. One steamer sank* another 
was carried down the river In the ice, 
several other* were badly damaged, 
and 150 bargee were tom looee and sent 
down the river. Thirty were loaded 
with coal, and It la feared will prove a 
total loes. Precautions were taken to 
prevent damage by the gorge at Lou la- 
vilie. two large towboatw being ordered 
out under full head of steam with 
double crews to battle with the Ice 
when k floats into the harbor. 

(Between 10,000 and 15,000 people at¬ 
tended the opening service® yesterday' 
in the big religion* revival In Louis¬ 
ville, Jeffersonville and New Albany. 
After week® of prejw».rait1on> the great 
elmulUir.eoue movement was put under 
way wluh hardly a hitch, and It is es¬ 
timated that several hundred conver- 
aiorm are the resuU of the first day's 
evangeltetic. work. The services will 
oontlnue daily for tw r o wee Ice In the 
various diet riot*. 

The Impression exists In Washington 
that the President has lessened his in 
fluence by ateinptlng to dictate to 4\* 
Senate and by further exposing his 
growing desire for a "one man” power. 
The Hon. John W. Foster, the Hon. 
Woyne MacVeagh and Andrew Car¬ 
negie approve the action of the Senate 
In nmecdlng the arbitration treaties. 

The worst b!lzxard the West has ex¬ 
perienced in year* swooped down upon 
that section, and loss of much live 
stock resulted.

MANY BARGES TORN LOOSE.

DAMAGED. 


HEADED TOWARD LOUISVILLE. 


Two Large Towboats Ordered Out 
to Battle With the Ice When It 
Enters the Harbor. 


Ambassador McCormick will leave St. 
Petersburg for bis new post In Pari* 
about the middle of March. HI® term 
in the RuaaJnn capital has b?en note¬ 
worthy in many respects, especially 
considering the delicate situation 
caused by the war In the Far East. 


Wlille the West Is In the throe* of a 
blizzard, the South, emerging from a 
week of Ice and sleet, in now confront¬ 
ed with overflowed at reams, due to ex¬ 
cessive ruin* and melting snows. Traf¬ 
fic is being Interrupted by washouts 
and on some lines Is abandoned. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis¬ 
sion assigned date* for a number of 
Wearing* In Important cases. Oral ar¬ 
gument will be heard April 4 In the 
differential case Involving the question 
of differentials on traffic to the At¬ 
lantic ports. 


The Senate this week will be occu¬ 
pied with the Swayne impeachment 
trial and at intervening time* the ap¬ 
propriation bills. The Hou*e will take 
up the Naval Appropriation Bill, which 
will be debated at length. 


Enthusiasm has been awakened in 
Russia by the Csar'a Indorsement of 
the scheme for a revivakof the Zemsky 
Zahar. The striking workmen remain 
quiet, but the police continue to make 
arrests. 


CONSIDERABLE APPRE HE NSION. 


Oil operation* In the Kentucky-Ten- 
n«*e*e field the past week were up to 
expectations. There were nine com¬ 
pletions. Five strikes were made in 
Wayr.elcounty alone. 


A passenger train on the Chicago, 
Burlington nml Quincy railroad was 
wrecked near Creston. Ia. One man 
was killed and three were Injured. 


Cincinnati. Feb. 12.—Half a million 
dollars' worth of river property wna 
placed in Jeopardy, one steamer sank, 
another was carried down the rivet in 
the Ice. one hundred and fifty barges 
were tom loose and sent down the river 
and several other steamers were se¬ 
riously damaged to-day from the 
break-up of the ice gorge* at till* point 
In the Ohio. 

The gorge at North Bend broke flret. 
causing some damage when the Ice In 
the local harbor passed out. Boon after¬ 
ward the gorge at the Covington water¬ 
works broke, sending ton* of Ice rush¬ 
ing toward this city. The crews of f&11 
boats in the harbor and extra men who 
had been employed for the emergency 
were on duty all night, and a fqll head 
of steam was kept up on all the steam¬ 
er*. 

• • • 

Towboat Lost. 

The first accident was to the towboat 
Relief, which was sunk at the foot of 
Lawrence street. Copt. WllHnro® and 
two men on the steamer narrowly es¬ 
caped drowning. One of the men, Chas. 
Moore, was thrown Into the river, where 
he was struck by a cake of Ice, being 
unconscious when hauled out of the wa¬ 
ter. To-night only the smokestack* of 
the Relief are above water. 

The steamer New South, one of the 
best boats on the river, wa® tom from 
her moorings and carried down the 
river in the Ice. She is somewhere be¬ 
low the olty. lodged in the Ice pack, and 
It Is feared that she will prove to be a 
total lose. 

The rise of ten feet In the river, which 
occurred during the day, probably 
caused by the regorging of the Ice at 
some point farther down, forced the 
steamer Bonanza out of the water on 
the shore, near the foot of Main street, 
where she is in a bad position and in 
•erious danger in case of any sudden 

movement of the ice. 

• • • 

Scores of Barges Lost. 

At least one hundred and fifty barges, 
thirty of 'them loaded with coal, w^ere 
caught In the Ice and have gone down 
the river, probably all of them being a 
total loss. 

Several other steamers were reported 
damaged, but many of the reports 
proved unfounded. The steamer City 
of Cincinnati was saved from damage 
by a sand barge from up the river, 
which drifted down during the morn¬ 
ing. finally lodging in the ice Just above 
the steajner, for which it served as a 
breakwater.

OVER 100 BARGES LOST. 

Coal Combine Suffers By the Break 
At Cincinnati- 

Mtodfeom. led.. Feb. 12.—[Special.]— 
The ooal combine lost over 100 barge* 
and tfhe steamer Relief by »t.he break 
at Ckidnnu'tfl to-diay. The river rose 
there to twenty-dVght feet, oaured by 
the gorge at Aurora. A tore.ik occurred 
also at Rising Sun. There Is now 
fifteen fe*t of water at Madison, a rise 
of five feet) rince yesterday fnomlng. 
and Ice is hourly expected to move 
here. Shipping value,! at many thou¬ 
sands of dollars Is exposed to loss. It 
rained all morning, and to-nigiht It la 
snowing. 

Near Zero at Owensboro. 

Owensboro, Ky., Feb. 12.—[Special.]— 
The street® of Owensboro weTe running 
with water at 10 o’clock this morLng 
from a min which had been falling 
since lost might. At 11 o’clock the tem¬ 
perature had gone down a'bout thirty 
degrees, and the water on the streets 
was frozen solid. The mercury ha* 
fallen rapidly until ft 1« hovering about 
zero. The wind ta blow ing a gale, com¬ 
ing dilrocUy from the north, bringing 
with U. snow flurries. The gorges tn 
the Ohio river are holding tight at this 
place. 

Gorge Holds Above Irvine. 

Lexington, Ky.. Feb. 12.—Telephone 
advices from Ford are thot the Im¬ 
mense gorge In the Kentucky river 
above Irvine. In which 49.000.000 feet 
of logs are Imprisoned, still holds fast. 
Two thousand men worked all day with 
j dynamite In an effort to break it. 

River Blocked at Henderson. 

Henderson, Ky., Feb 12 — fSpecial.]— 
‘The thermometer regl!*tera 10 : ibove 
zero to-night, with prospect* of going 
to or below zero by morning. The river 
»a Rtll! blocked and peop>e have been 
skating on it for the past four day*.

APPREHENSION IN LOUISVILLE. 

Preparation* to Stem Avalanche of 
Ice Roving This Way. 

Will the .water from the rise in the 
Kentucky rjlver reach Louisville before 
the Ice gorge that pteyed such havoc 
Dit Cincinnati yesterday? That Is the 
MJtti uppermost In the minds of 
LoulrvNle, people Interested In yiver 
I nucules here. The race la now on, 
and the river here is showing sign* of 
the Ktntuclc.v river swell, but close on 
the trail of the rise fields of heavy ice 
iro coming rHirrrbing down Che river, 
sweeping everything In it* pathway 
^ Packed In the ice is the wreckage of 


hundreds of coal boats and bargee 
sunk by it at Cincinnati, when 
the great gorge turned loose yes- 
day morning. This avalanche of 
Ice Is moving down the Ohio, 
filling It from shore to shore. When It 
strikes the other gorges along the river 
it will assume more dangerous propor¬ 
tions, and Unless the stage of water in 
the Louisville harbor is high enough 
to carry It over the falls, there Is great 
danger to river property here. 

Anticipating what Is now almost cer¬ 
tain, the Monongahela Consolidated 
Coal and Ooke Company has already 
taken the precaution to order out two 
of the largest towboats in the world— 
the Sprague and the J. B. Finley. These 
two monster boats are under full head 
of steam, with double crews aboard, 
waiting for the advance guard of the 
Ice. Both boats were brought over from 
the Pumpkin Patch last night and sta¬ 
tion where they could begin the battle 
wHh the Ice the njlnurte It floats down 
Into the harbor. 

Coal valued at 6400,000 Is mooted In 
9 and barges In the Pumpkin 
Patch, and It Is for the protection of 
this thu the precautions are being 
taken by the coal combine. Capt. Max 
Sebolt said last night that there Is 
great danger of a disastrous condition 
unless the river rise* rapidly hero. 
He betteVfe® that th* rise from the 
Kentucky river will carry the Ice over 
the falls hero unless It drives the gorge 
ahead of It, In which event there Is no 
telling what would happen to river 
property here. 

Dynamiting wn* continued In the 
Kentucky chute yesterday and the tee 
broken and started down the river, but 
it continued to run In rapidly during 
the night. The work of blowing up 
the Ice ami keeping the Ice on the move 
will be continued to-day unless the 
gorges reach hero and make the work 
Impossible. It Is feared that a gorge 
will form at Grassy FIals and that It 
will be broken when the big gorges 
oom© down. This would add to the 
danger here. 

The condition In the Louisville harbor 
1* very uncertain, and the outcome will 
be watched with apprehension. 

FLOODS IN SOUTH. 


TRAFFIC BEING INTERRUPTED 
BY WASHOUTS. 


STREAMS ARE OUT OF BANKS. 


River* In Alabama and Mississippi 
Still Rising and Damage May 
Increase. 


Mobile. Ala., ^eb. 12.—The heavy 
rains of the past week are beginning 
to make themselvc* felt In the inter¬ 
ruption of traffic on the railroad* en¬ 
tering Mobile. About ten Inches ha* 
fallen here In the past nine days. Three 
and one-haJf Inches fell yesterday. The^ 
*un came out thl* afternoori. but to¬ 
night the rain 1* fulling again. The 
wreck at De Roto, Miss., yesterday wrna 
due to the heavy rain, and advice* are 
that the Mobile and Ohio railroad 
bridge over the Clilckashay is en¬ 
dangered by the flood In that river. 
Superintendent of Transportation Hor¬ 
ace W. Clark announce* to-night that 
the washout at De Soto has been closed 
and all trains will run on schedule time 
to-morrow. 

At Hattiesburg. Miss., many houses 
close to the river are cut oft by water, 
and unless the present rise of Leaf 
river is checked by morning a large 
part of the Third and Fourth Ward* 
will be covered *o that people will be 
able to reach their houses only py 
skiffs. The river rose fourteen Inches 
In twelve hours up to noon to-day.

River a Mile Wide. 

The Chlcknshny river is a mile wide 
at Shubuta. Miss., and rising slowly. 
Four feet will put it a* high a* In liMiu. 

The Mobile. Jackson and Kansas City 
road is so badly handicapped by wash¬ 
out* that all passenger and freight 
service ban been abandoned from Lau¬ 
rel. MIhs., to 'Mobile. Several washout* 
have occurred between McLean and 
Beaumont, and the Pascogonla river 
has risen eighteen inches In the past 
twenty-four hour* and Is still rising. 

An official of the road. who arrived 
In the city to-night from a trip over 
the line, stated that If the rain con¬ 
tinued the road will be In a dangerous 
condition, and It will delay all travel 
for some time. 

Still Rains At Montgomery. 

Montgomery, Ala., Feb. 12.—After a 
few hours’ holdup, the rnJn I* Agnin 
asserting itself In a soaking drizzly 
cold and uncomfortable. Only once 
during the past ten days have Mont¬ 
gomery citizens ®e©n sunlight, nnd that 
was for r short while only. The only 
serious result so far has been the ©m- 
barnisstnent of the two telegraph com¬ 
panies, telephone and street railway 
traffic not having been Interfered with,

COLLISION IN A SNOW DRIFT. 


Four Persons Blown Through a Sec¬ 
ond-Story Window and Down 
An Embankment. 


Krie, Pa.. Feb. 12.—'An explosion of 
natural gn* at the home of the care¬ 
taker of the city wnter-workH reservoir 
seriously Injured four persons this 
evening. Two of the Injured are so 
badly shocked and burned that they 
may die. All were blown through n 
second-story window and down an em¬ 
bankment thirty feet high. The Injured 
are:

The debris of the house caught fire, 
but the flames were extinguished after 
s loss of 63.0(H). The explosion wo* 
heard in all parts within a mile of the 
reservoir, and soon th© story started 
that some person had attempted to dy¬ 
namite the heavy stone wail of the 
fifty million reservoir upon which the 
caretaker’* house Is built with the In¬ 
tention of flooding the city and drown¬ 
ing hundreds of people. Fire Chief Me- 
Mahon says there was no evidence of 
a dynamite explosion.

Ala., a brother 
of the Rev. F. E. Bomar. of Richmond 
Va.. assistant secretary of the Baptist 
Foreign Mission Board, who has mys¬ 
teriously disappeared, that the missing 
man ha* been traced ns far as Meri¬ 
dian, Miss., for which place he left 
Georgians. Ala., two weeks ngn. It Is 
thought that he Is at «omc obscure 
Mississippi point *hut off by the ram¬ 
page of the elements. The search Is 
still being vigorously prosecuted. 


11—The cold¬ 
est weather In yeans prevails in this 
section to-nJght. AX Kansas City It 
wne 18 degrees below zero; st Con- 
oordlA.

9 to-day oottlded with a freight train 
which was stuck In a snow drift near 
Newton, Klas. One ♦mgineer waa hurt 
and both engines were smashed, but 
no passengers were injured. 

At Tuiiea, I. T., where & temperature 
of 7 belmv zero V* reported, work In 
the oil and gas fields ha« been stopped 
and railroad traffic interrupted. 

BELOW ZERO IN OKLAHOMA. 

Accounts of Suffering and Daaths 
From Exposure Pour In. 

Cuthrle, O. T.. Feb. 12.—Fbr the past 
twenty-four hours Okiahome has suf¬ 
fered from the colde«t weather In many 
years. The temperature early to-day 
was five below and ranged at zero aft 
day. From all parts of the two Terri¬ 
tories come nctfbunts of suffering and 
death as the result of the sudden 
rKnther which b«gun yesterday r.<»n. 
The lam previous blizzard of equal se¬ 
verity occurred filx years ago. when 
the thermometer showed seventeen de¬ 
grees below zero. The Territory ts cov¬ 
ered with a coat of ice and snow rang¬ 
ing Jn depth from three to eight inches, 
and this will serve as a protection to 
the wheat and fruit crops, but the live 
stock and In some Instances the people 
of the Territories are suffering severely. 

Sam Washington, colored, was frozen 
to death here during the night, being 
found on a loud of wood early to-day. 

Several additional deaths of people 
from exposure are reported. A six- 
inch snow accompanied the blizzard in 
the northern part of the Territory, and 
all traffic is Indeflnftely delayed. The 
snow is so blocked on the Denver, Enid 
a)id Gulf trades In thla county that a 
double headon was unable to plow 
through the drifts, and was compelled 
to return to Guthrie. 

All Kama Fe, Rock Island. Frisco 
and Katy train* are badly delayed. 

Cattle men here state that range 
stock will suffer the greatest loss In 
years, unci some place the loss us high 
as 30 per cent, on the ranges In Beaver 
and Woodward counties. 

Great anxiety Is felt for the Indian 
tribes, who are In no condition to with¬ 
stand the storm, and experts sny that 
dozens of them will die as a result of 
the blizzard. 


WORST SINCE 1880. 

Prairies Strewn With Carcasses of 
Sheep nod Cattle. 

Denver. Feb. 12.—Reports of Intense 
cold, accompanied In suctions by snow¬ 
fall, were received at the office of the 
local Weather Bureau to-ntght from 
Colorado, Wyoming and New Mexico. 
In Southern Colorado and Northern 
New Mexico the worst storm since I6b6 
is raging, according to dispatches from 
Trinidad. 

In New Mexico the storm reached the 
proportions of a blizzard, and great 
damage to stock !» reported. Railroad 
men report the prairies along the line 
of the Colorado and Southern strewn 
with the carcasses of sheep und cat¬ 
tle. At Amarillo, Tex., the thermom¬ 
eter dropped to 10 degrees below zero; 
at Folsom. N. M.. 18 degree* be¬ 

low zero, nnd In the southern part of 
the Territory', where cold weather Is 
a rarity, the zero mark was reached at 
certain points. 

People and Stock Suffer. 

Dallas. Tex., Feb. 12. -The ttuo.R hit¬ 
ter cold weather of tfhe year is r?pcrtod 
from many sections of Texas. Biizxird 
conditions prevail, etiwAally In the 
Nortlh and West, wlv^r© the tempera¬ 
ture ranges from a f w <iesrre <\5 above 
to ten below zero at Am'iillio. Strong 
wtleds and light %now accompany the 
storm Much differimg among people 
jnd stock Is rojxwted, several persons 
freezing to death in tihe Territories* 
Dallas thermome-t-ers at 8 o'clock to<- 
nlghp were three degree* above zero 
and rapidly falling, and similar condi¬ 
tions are predicted In many lo:allttes. 
Ruffering among tihe poor and unpre¬ 
pared. ta Intense. 

Big Drop At Memphis. 

Memphis, Tenn.. Feb. 12.—After a 
brief respite from the rigorous weather 
condition* that prevailed In this re¬ 
gion last'week. Memphis to-day expe¬ 
rienced a drop of nearly twenty-live 
degree* in the temperature, and to¬ 
night the thermometer registers sixteen 
above, with a cold wind from the north 
swirling a mantle of snow over the 
city. Reports from Lit ye Rock. Ark., 
say that the temperature l* rapidly 
nearing zero there. A light snow fell 
at Little Rock this morning and fre¬ 
quent flurries were had during the af¬ 
ternoon. 

North Texas Not Spared. 

Fort Worth, Tex.. Febi 12.—The worst 
blizzard in ten years, with the ther¬ 
mometer at zero and helow, prevail* 


In North Texas. Coming on the heels 
of recent blizzards, when snow lay on 
the ground for ten days, thla spell of 
weather will Inflict hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars lu losses on cattle men. 

The poor in cities whose house* are 
not built for zero weather are Halter¬ 
ing severely. At Corsicana Frank 
Brown wandered away from home last 
night nnd thla morning his body was 
found frozen, stiff. 


Coal Famine Threatened. 

St. Mo.. F^b. 12.—This city is 

threaiened with a cd«: famine in the 
direction of InsibUHty of the railway* 
to move fuel In tfa*»t enough, due to the 
extreme cold. 

The Federal bull !ing ha* Jess than a 
week's supply on hand, nnd rr.Any ninn- 
ufai'.uuring plants wPl have to suspend 
unless relief Is afforded thi« w©?k. The 
railway* to-day copflto*ted all coal In 
their yards or on the way here. 

Worst of the Wintsr. 

Vincennes, Ind.. Feb. 12.—[Special.]— 
The worst blizzard of the winter pre¬ 
vail*. At Decker Ramey D!e«cniha-rt, 
while skating un White river. *ix mllec? 
from town, fell and broke hi* leg. His

PERILOUS TRIP 


DOWN EAST RTVER IN A HUGE 
ICE FLOE. 


BARGES TORN FROM MOORINGS 


All the Occupants, Including Women 
and Children, Are Rescued By 
a Municipal Veieel. 


New York, Feb. 12.—After a perilous, 
swift and enforced ride of more than 
three-quarters of a mile down the Eaot 
river In a huge toe floe to-night, seven 
persons. Including women and children, 
were rescued by a municipal vessel. 
The floe, which stretched from North 
Brother Island to Ihe Bronx shore, 
drifted down the river with the tide, 
and In Us passage tore from their 
moorings the James D. Perkins and the 
Eureka, two ooal barges, which had 
been fastened to the pier at One Hun¬ 
dred and Thirty-ninth street with rope 
and *?eel cables. On the Perkins were 
Onpt. Henry Flood, his wife ami their 
little daughter Oaupt. John Kratznor. 
of the Eureka, had on board with him 
bis wife and two sons, one a youth. 
During their dangerous experience a 
heavy rain fell, the river was a torrent 
and the bafges upon which they were 
were surrounded by the floe, which was 
heAded toward Hell Gate. 

A* the barge* w**rc loaded with coal 
to within a few feevt of their decks the 
ice became piled on them to such an 
extent that several time* one of them 
nearly capsized. When the *t**el hawsers 
parted the women and children were 
•panic-stricken. They cried and shouted 
alternately. The men buckled life pre¬ 
servers on the women and children and 
waved red lanterns, while they shouted 
In the hope that their cries would be 
heard by passing craft 

Tha crunching lea threatened to 
drown their shouts, ami the ice was 
forced upon top of the barges so fast 
that he men were kept busy pushing 
back the larger cakes to prevent the 
two craft from overturning. The cap¬ 
tain of the steamer Franklin Edeon, 
of th«‘ department, of Oharltflrs und 
Corrections, beoameaware of the barges* 
predicament nnd ordering futll steam 
ahead forced his vessel through the l«*e 
to the n/hl of tht* endangered occupants. 
After considerable effort the Edson tied 
up alongside the barges and then with 
still greater effort the women and chil¬ 
dren were taken aboard. Then the 
steamer started back for the barges* 
pier It required more than an hour's 
tugging to accomplish the distance of 
something than a mile.

Indicating that word 
had gone forth that the Government 
had decided to listen to the voice of 
representatives of the people. 
lyithereIseoswskeptiolsnvas to wheth¬ 
er the Government intends frankly to 
take tlhe step, but the general verdict 
In that if the Emperor has succeeded 
in shaking off reactionary influence* 
and now proceeds In good faith to sum¬ 
mon the Zemsky Zabor. he will rally to 
his support the moderate liberals and 
perhape arouse a wave of genuine en¬ 
thusiasm »n the country. 

Liberals are convinced that a meeting 
of such a conservative body must be 
followed by reforms.

The president l* author¬ 
ized to report in person to the Emiperor 
and determine the number and mode 
of selection of /he committee.

NOT ECONOMIC, BUT POLITICAL. 

Gov. Gen. Tchertkoff Tells of the 
Troubles In Warsaw. 

Warsaw, Feb. 12.—Boron von Nolken 
Chief of Police of Warsaw, who had 
Just returned from a conference with 
Gov. Gen. Tchertkoff. of»the province of 
Warsaw, to-day gave the Associated 
Press the following dstall* regarding 
the state of affairs In this district: 

‘The strike continues in nil of the 
big factories. To-morrow the manufac¬ 
turers are coming to me to discuss the 
situation, dnd Tuesday I purpose seeing 
Some representatives of the strikers. 

"Unless the strikers return to work 
the police will expel all those living 
outside of the Warsaw district. If they 
will not work they must go home. The 
men have no money and It seems Im¬ 
possible that the strike can continue 
much longer. Our task is one of great 
difficulty. We are not fighting an 
economic, but a political, movement, 
having its origin In St. Petersburg. 

•‘The worst troubles, however, are 
probably over. Small dimurbVnces may 
break out here and there, but not on 
such a scale as the earlier riots 
here." 

Private telegrams received from 
Dornbrova way that all the factories 
there are closed. Thirty thousand 
wagon loads of ore are standing on the 
railway tracks and the entire freight 
traffic of the Vistula line must be sus¬ 
pended unless th© wagons are re¬ 
moved. 

The coal supply is the moat urgent 
question In Warsaw* since the Sosnovlce 
strike began. Gov. Gen. Tchertkoff to¬ 
day received a telegram from Emperor 
Nicholas permitting hltn to Import coal 
free of duty from Silesia for a fort¬ 
night. and orders were Immediately dis¬ 
patched to Silesian mines. 

A telephone message received from 
Lodz says that ail Is quiet there, but 
that the manufacturers are convinced 
that the strikers have no Intention to 
return to work Monday. 

RETURNING TO WORK. 

Municipal Council At Tifliw to Dis¬ 
cuss Means For Settlement. 

Tiflis, Feb. 1^.—The workmen here 
generally are returning to work. The 
authorities are taking treasure* to pro¬ 
tect those who are resuming their la¬ 
bors. Trifling disorders are reported at 
other places in the Caucasus. 

The civil government hns ordered a 
meeting of the municipal council to 
Idlscus* mean* for the settlement of the 
labor troubles, but the councilors, find¬ 
ing that the urder stipulated that the 
discussion be held in secret, declined to 
acquiesce on the ground that It would 
be impossible to arrive at e settlement 
under such conditions.

COLLEGE MEN RESPONSIVE 
TO TRUTHS OF RELIGION. 


Will Lead Other Men to Accept the 
Christian Life. 


Boston, Feb. 12.—Tho third annual 
convention of the Religious Education 
Association opened with a meeting at 
the New Old 8outh church to-night, 
and will continue for fH'e days. 

Dr. Francis G, Peabody, of Harvard 
University, first vice president of the 
association, presided at to-night's 
meeting. L. Wilbur Messer, of Chica¬ 
go, general secretary of the Toung 
Men's Christian Association, was one 
of the speakers, and said in part: 

"I have found that college and uni¬ 
versity students are ns a class respon¬ 
sive to religious truths. The new evan¬ 
gelism, the revival of the Twentieth 
century, will lead these and other men 
to accept the Chrlatlan faith and to 
build the Christian life by the constant 
and Intelligent appropriation of divine 
forces which make for righteousness.” 


ALSO A FAILURE 


FOUR CENT FARES NOT A SUC¬ 
CESS IN CLEVELAND. 


Cut of 20 Per Cent. In Price, But 
a Loss of 25 Per Cent. In 
Revenues. 


Clevelund, O., Feb. 12.—The experi¬ 
ment of the Cleveland Electric Railroad 
Company with a four-cent cadh fare 
without a transfer was ended at mid¬ 
flight to-night, and to-morrow the reg¬ 
ular flve-cent fare and transfer will be 
resumed. President Andrews, of the 
Cleveland Electric Company, said to¬ 
night that the test had been carried on 
long enough to prove that the company 
could not afford to earn* passengers for 
a four-cent fare, and, this having been 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
officials of the company, there was no 
reason for a further continuance of the 
test. The four-cent fare la estimated 
to have caused a loss approximating 25 
per cent, of th© company's earnings 
baaed on a flve-cent fare. 

The four-cent fore experiment Is the 
second of Its kind within three week* 
which street car patrons of this city 
have undergone. A two-weeks* trial of 
a three-cent fare within a two-mil© 
zone ended last Saturday night, with 
dissatisfaction general. The four-cent 
fare for a full ride was put on for one 
week and has given better satisfaction 
so far as a larger proportion of the 
passengers were concerned, but Presi¬ 
dent A?ndrews' statement 1 to-night 
shows that It was not satisfactory to 
the company. The experiments are 
Understood to be preliminary to a gen¬ 
eral extension of franchise* to the 
Cleveland Electric Railroad Company 
when its present grants expire. 

No statement has been given out ns 
to the actual result of the two weeks' 

. three-cent fare trial, and none probably 
.will be until the data for tho four-cent 
fare experiment Is also ready for pub¬ 
lication. _ 

FATAL WRECKS. 


ONE EACH OCCURS IN KANSAS 
AND IOWA. 


Engineers Are the Victims In Both, 
the Passengers Escaping 
Injury. 


Parsons. Kan., Feb. 12.—Missouri 
Kansas and Texas fast passenger train 
No. 21. from Kansas City to Oklahoma 
City, was wrecked at Moran water tank 
early to-day. The train was running as 
a doubleheader on account of the heavy 
snow, and the water from the tank had 
formed a heavy coat of lc© upon the 
rails, which derailed the first engine, 
causing the second engine, two baggage 
cars and a mall car to pile up. 

Engineer C. W. Phelps, of Denison. 
Tex., who was on tho first engine, was 
killed, his body being badly mangled. 
Engineer Charles D. Willard, of Par¬ 
sons, who was on the second engine, 
had his leg broken and was badly 
bruised. None of the passengers was 
hurt. 

Caused By Broken Rail. 

Creton, In., Feb. 13.—Passenger train 
No. 3, drawn by two engines on the 
Chicago. Burlington and Quincy rail¬ 
road. was wrecked this afternoon 
twelve miles west of here. One man 
was killed and three were Injured.

President McKinley always succeeded 
In getting through Congrca* pretty 
much what he wanted.

He wouhl 
request them to come to the White 
House and talk It over tvRh them, and 
in nine case* out of ten when the ob¬ 
durate member left Mr. McIClrdey’a 
rmlllng presence he believed he had 
made an honorable surrender. 

President Ro«»sevelt tak**a an entirely 
different view of such matter*. Prac¬ 
tically all of th© Republican member® 
of Congress never know what Is hap¬ 
pening until they pick up their news¬ 
paper®. A reader of the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal la no much In th© confidence of the 
President as a great majority of the 
Republlo&n membership of the Senate 
and House.

Senate Has Been Lenient 


Thl* policy carried to such a degree 
as to make it ® good deal more than

friend® call It, naturally anger® the 
Republican congrewtfonai leaders. It 
is undoubtedly true that the Senate 
ha® been very lenient wirh the Presi¬ 
dent. 

It wns against Oen. Wood, yet he 
tvna confirmed by the insistent demand® 
of the President. Th© negro Crum had 
no friends in the Senate. There were 
few who did not reahze that the ap¬ 
pointment was unwise, hut the Presi¬ 
dent continued to send It In. and to 
pleas© the President he wa® finally con¬ 
firmed. The President’s appointment® 
have not In general pleased the Sen¬ 
ate, yet they have made no fight. 

The President over his signature vir¬ 
tually says that even a Congressman 
has no right to control the post-offices 
In his district; that he, Mr. Roosevelt, 
make* appointments, and w-bat are you 
going to do about it? When It came 
to legislation It wius the same thing. 
When the President gets an idea that 
he want© a bill passed, or has reluc¬ 
tantly to admit that congressional as¬ 
sistance Is necessary In the furthering 
of some ambition, he goes at It In 
hammer and tong* fsushlon. and nat¬ 
urally there Is some one in the Capitol 
who get® hi® feeling® hurt. Th© Presi¬ 
dent is often right and the Republican 
leaders wrong, n* w*** the case In the 
Cuban reciprocity fight, but right or 
w rong, the President has th© same little 
regard for th© legislative branch of the 
Government.

EMPEROR HEARS VIEWS OF THE 
INDEPENDENCE LEADER. 


What is a Backache?

caprice of every euoceasur of President 
Roosevelt, and the wise men who framed 
tlie Constitution knew U would be unsafe 
to trust -the Ua^making power to any one 
{man. 

The language of the Supreme Court on 
the subject is very emphatic, as follows: 

'Tt need hardily be said that & treaty 
cannot change the Constitution or be 
held valid if in violation of that Instru¬ 
ment. This results from the nature and 
fundamental principles of our Govern¬ 
ment. M 

THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


Vienna, Feb. 12.—Francis Kossuth, 
the leader o# the Independence party 
in the Hungarian Parliament, was re¬ 
ceived thlq morning by the Emperor- 
King and discussed with his majesty 
the political situation and Cabinet 
crisis in Hungary' arising from the 
coalition of the various minor parties 
In Hungary with the Independence 
party and the sweeping victory at the 
polls in Hungary on January 2 fl, which 
has resulted In the united opposition 
parties being placed in control of the 
lower house of the Hungarian Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Herr Kossuth has declared that It Is 
Impossible now to govern Hungary 
without the help of this united party > 
or against Its wishes. Herr Kossuth 
was with his majesty nearly an hour. I 
and was treated with great distinction. 
He expressed fully his views and his 
party’s. The Emperor listened atten¬ 
tively, but did not make any reply* af¬ 
fecting the situation. If Kossuth stands 
fast for his party’s programme his po¬ 
sition Is a strong one, and It Is believed 
he will do so. The solution of the pres¬ 
ent situation may be delayed, but It Is 
hoped that the Emperor's approaching 
visit to Budapest, where he will confer 
with other Hungarian leaders, will do 
much to help find the solution. 

Herr Kossuth declared that he came 
to Vienna with the purpose and In the 
hope of convincing the Emperor that 
no party exists In Hungary desiring to 
separate the Interests of Hungary from 
those of the Houty* of Hapsburg; that 
the Independence party is most loyal, 
and that Hungary would become the 
strongest prop of the dynasty If it 
was permitted to have free and un- 
trarameled development. He says fur¬ 
ther that when the Independence par¬ 
ty's programme is realized all differ¬ 
ences between Austria and Hungary* 
wdll disappear. The development and 
strengthening of Hungary as a nation 
would, he said, increase the security of 
the King’s throne, and In future the 
fate of Hungary and the House of 
Hapsburg would be closely Interwoven 
through mutual understandings.

Historical Event. 



6wayne Trial In Senate and Naval 
Bill In House. 

Washington, Feb. 12 .— The attention 
or the Senate during the present week 
will be divided between the Swayne im¬ 
peachment trial and the appropriation 
bills. The trial will be taken up each 
dAy at 2 o'clock, and will continue ito 
receive attention until 5 o’clock. Be 
for and after the period between those 
hours the appropriation bills will be 
considered. The Agricultural Bill 1» still 
under dtecuseion. and as soon as It is 
disposed of the bill making appropria¬ 
tions for the Dlstricit of Columbia will 
b ; * taken up. to be followed by the 
Diplomatic and Consular Bill. 

The Naval Appropfation Bill will be 
laktm up by the House on Monday as 
# non as legislation for the District of 
Columbia has been disposed uf. The 
Naval Bill 1* usually a subject of long 
debate, and the bill this vast will be 
attacked on several grounds. There 
will be a general discussion us to the 
naval policy, and issue 1 * to be taken 
with the committee In its provision for 
new shit*. The topic of armor-plate 
contracts Is to fill Its accustomed place 
on the programme, while submarine 
boats and torpedo boats are to form the 
basts of offensive and defensive argu¬ 
ment. 

The best estimate that can be mad*' 
Is Uiat at least four days will be con 
eunied in getting legislative action on 
tthis bill in the House. It is to be fol¬ 
lowed immediately by the Rivers and 
Harbors Bill, Which his beep on the 
calendar for some days, arid usually oc¬ 
cupies several days, once it hi taken up. 
Should the decks be cleared at arv 
time, the proposed legislation on the 
Panama canal project, which Is the 
continuing order, will be discussed. 

IN MEMORY OF SENATOR HOAR. 

Eulogies Pronounced At a Special 
Session of the House. 

Washington, Feb. 12.—Tribute to the 
memory of ih»> late Beoator George 


Herr Kossuth's Interview with Em¬ 
peror Francis Joseph Is regarded In 
Austria and Hungary as an historical 
event, because It Is believed it will ac¬ 
tually* lead to closer relations between 
the House of Hapsburg and those Hun¬ 
garians who have been opposed to the 
existing double form of Government. 
The prospects of the successful devel¬ 
opment of the Independence party’s 
programme are now* brighter than they 
have been for thirty years past, and It 
Is hoped that the near future may see 
the ^atabllshment of a system of in¬ 
ternational life between Austria and 
Hungary which ultimately will lead to 
relations similar to those existing be¬ 
tween Norway and Sweden. In sub¬ 
stance, the Independence party's pro* 
gramme Is the complete independence of 
Hungary from Austria as a nation, but 
Hungary's continuance under the per¬ 
sonal sovereignty of the head of the 
House of Hapsburg and mutual pro¬ 
tective unity between the two nations. 

Herr Kossuth declares that this pol¬ 
icy Is In no sense anti-dynastic, and 
refers to the fact that It was first 
enunciated by* Emperor Charles In 1722. 

The Hungarian Parliament, which 
was elected on January 28, should hold 
Its opening session on February* 17, 
but In the event that no Cabinet shall 
have been appointed by that time the 
session necessarily will be postponed. 

Herr Kossuth's suggestions have 
made a good Impression In Vienna, and 
particularly In certain Austrian circles, 
where fears were entertained regarding 
supposed revolutionary tendencies of 
the Independence party by the future 
relations between Austria and Hun¬ 
gary Herr Kossuth'will undoubtedly 
play ftn Important part. 

When Herr Kossuth drove this mom- 
In**- to the Imperial Palace the streets 
V *>ngh which he passed were crowded 
with people Interestedly watching the 
historical scene of a former revolu¬ 
tionist entering the Viennese Hofbucg. 
the residence of the same Emperor who 
condemned Louis Kossuth, the father 
of Francis, to death. Louis Kossuth be¬ 
ing subsequently hanged In effigy by 
Austrian authority. Tills reception a 
few weeks agh would have been con¬ 
sidered Impossible.

PRESIDENT GOES TO NEW 

YORK TO-CAY FOR VISIT. 


The Two Days He Will Be In Metrop¬ 
olis He Will Have a Strenuous 
Time. 


Washington, Feb. 12.—President 
Roosevelt will leave Washington to¬ 
morrow morning for a two days' visit 
to New York, during which ho will 
make a speech at the Lincoln birthday 
celebration at the Waldorf-Astoria, 
spend a short time at the Press Club 
banquet at the new Astor House; lunch 
at the University Club, dine In "Little 
Hungary” and visit friends. Accompa¬ 
nying him to New York will be Mrs. 
Roosevelt, Secretary and Mrs. Taft, 
Mrs. Cowles, Mr. and Mrs. Emlen 
Roosevelt, who have been guesfs at the 
White House, and Secretary Locb. 

The party will start from Washington 
In a special train on the Pennsylvania 
road at 10 o'clock to-morrow morning 
and will reach New York about 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. As soon he arrives 
at the metropolis the New Y'ork Repub¬ 
lican Club will tqke charge of the Chief 
Magistrate and Escort him to the club¬ 
house, where he will receive the mem¬ 
bers of the organization Informally and 
will rest until time to go to the Wal¬ 
dorf-Astoria, where the Republican 
Club’s Lincoln day banquet will be 
held. The President will deliver a no¬ 
table address upon Lincoln at the din¬ 
ner. After the Lincoln day address the 
President will attend the Press Club 
banquet at the new Astor House. 

On Tuesday the President will divide 
his time between visits with friends 
And relatives, a luncheon at the Uni¬ 
versity Club and a dinner with the 
Hungarian Republican Club at “Little 
Hungary.” The Hungarian Club had 
the honor of entertaining the President 
when he was Governor of New York, 
and on that occasion he promised to 
Join its members again If he ever be¬ 
came President. This promise, made 
In fun, will thus be kept In earnest. 
During the course of the Hungarian 
banquet the President will make a 
short speech, and at the conclusion of 
the dinner will depart at midnight for 
Washington, reaching here early Wed¬ 
nesday morning.

Institution Will Realize About 25 
Per Cent. On Its Loans to 
Arthur E. Appleyard. 


Albany, N. Y , Feb. 12.—Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Mayer to-night made public jVie 
report of Tracy C. Becker, of Buffalo, 
who, ns special Attorney General, In¬ 
vestigated the Insolvency' of the Ger¬ 
man Bank of Buffalo. 

The bank, according to the report 
of Mr. Becker, passed Into the control 
of Arthur E. Appleyard. of Boston, on 
April 30, 1904. Mr. Appleyard then ac¬ 
quired $51,000 at the capital stock of 
the Institution, purchasing It In the 
name of Richard Emory, an employe, 
who immediately transferred it to the 
Boston man. Mr. Appleyard l» said to 
have been the promoter of steam and 
electric railroad corporations operat¬ 
ing about Dayton nnd Columbus, O.. 
and is alleged to have obtained con¬ 
trol of banks in New Jersey and Penn¬ 
sylvania before acquiring the stock In 
the Buffalo Institution, 

Almost Immediately after buying the 
German Bank stock Appleyard Is said 
to have borrowed money In large 
amounts from the bonk. It is alleged 
that he "kited” checks a mil drafts on 
It nnd through It with the various other 
banks with which he was connected, 
until, when the bank was closed on 
December 5, 1904, Appleyard ami the 
various street railroads with which he 
was conkeried were Indebted to the 
bank In trTe sum of more than $ 6 G 2 , 000 . 

The loans, discounte nnd drafts of 
Appleyard and hln corporations pur¬ 
ported to be secured In port by the 
bonds of several railroad companies. 
Since the failure of the bank nearly all 
these companies have been placed In 
the hands of receivers uad the eecurltlef* 
are alleged to be practically worthless, 
excepting bonds of the Chippewa Rail¬ 
road Company of Wisconsin. In the 
sum of $ 50 , 000 , which are slid to be 
worth more than par. Mr. Becker says 
that the bank will naHze only *tbout 
26 per cent, on Its loans to Appleyard. 

The bank had on April 30, 1904. $6,000,- 
000 In deposits. It paid 4 per cent, on 
deposits, and consequently attracted the 
savings of thou^und* of depositors. 

Mr. Becker reviews the criminal pro¬ 
ceedings against Mr. Appleyard, which 
are based on a grand larceny charge 
growing out of a loan of $60,000 on May 
18, 1904. on securities, the value of which 
he is **nld to have misrepresented. Three 
of the director* said to b<> under Ap- 
pbyard's Influence are charged with 
willfully failing to perform their duties 
as directors. 

Mr Becker also says there s:ems to 
be evidence to support the charge that 
officc-ra of the bang prior to the time 
that Appluyard acquired control of It 
entered Into agreements whereby they 
recelvfd com missions for making loans 
from the bank's funds.

The Arbitration Treaties. 

The President negotiated treaties 
with Great Britain, France, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary. ItaJy. Spain. Portu¬ 
gal and Switzerland looking to the ar¬ 
bitration of certain disputes. These 
treaties were identical in their terms 
In substance they contain agreements 
to submit to the permanant court of 
arbitration at The Hague any differ¬ 
ences of & legal nature or touching the 
interpretation of treaties that may 
arise between the parties and which it 
may not be possible to settle by di¬ 
plomacy. It is stipulated, however, 
that such differences must not affect 
vital interests, the Independence and 
honor of the two 8tates, or concern the 
Interests of third parties. As negotiat¬ 
ed. each treaty further provided that 
before appealing to the court the par¬ 
ties should conclude a special agree¬ 
ment defining clearly the matter in dis¬ 
pute. 

This shows how narrow was jhe 
range of these treaties. They were 
rather In the nature of an agreement 
do make an arbitration treaty under 
particular circumstances. The ^hlef 
value of this notification, therefore, 
would have been In a general approv¬ 
al of the principle of arbitration. Since 
a subsequent agreement is necessary to 
set the machinery of arbitration In 
motion, it could as well be done with¬ 
out these general agreements as with 
them. That point has already been 
made in the discussion of the treaties. 
It being assumed that the agreements

Recent events have opened the eyes 
ot Senators to the interpretation that 
may be put upon the w’ord “agree¬ 
ment.” A treaty is an agreement, but 
every agreement Is not a treaty. The 
latter is defined to be "a formal agree¬ 
ment or compact duly concluded and 
ratified between two or more nations." 
Thus the difference between an ordi¬ 
nary agreement and a treaty appears 
to lie In the fact that the parties to a 
treaty are nations and not individuals. 

If John Doe and Richard Roe make 
an agreement it is a compact. If the 
United States and Santo Domingo do 
the like it is the sort of compact' 
called a treaty. Nevertheless the In¬ 
dications in the case of the recent 
agreement with Snnto Domingo point¬ 
ed almost Irresistibly to the conclusion 
that it w'as not regarded as a treaty, 
and w'as Intended to go into effect 
without the approbation of the Senate. 
Senators Baron and Teller called the 
attention of the Senate to the peculiar 
features of this agreement. The Sen¬ 
ate w’as rather slow to realize w’hat 
had been done, but after consideration 
it began to understand that its au¬ 
thority was menaced. It saw’ the dan¬ 
ger lurking in the word "agreement” 
and the disposition to hold that an in¬ 
ternational agreement is not necessar¬ 
ily a treaty. So the wor5 “agreement” 
In the arbitration treaties was stricken 
out and "treaty" substituted. 

This step on the part of the Senate 
immediately forced the President’s 
hand. Without hesitation he acknowl¬ 
edged that by “agreement” in the 
treaties he meant a compact which he 
could make without consulting the 
Senate, as he whs suspected of doing 
in the case of Santo Domingo. He held 
that to make 'on arbitration treaty 
w’hich should only become effective af¬ 
ter the making of a special treaty 
would be a backward step. But he 
himself had agreed to the arbitration 
treaty with the reservation that it 
should only become effective In accord¬ 
ance with a special ogreement. which 
was understood to mean a special 
treaty. If the Senate had ratified It 
without amendment it w'ould have been 
with this understanding. Possibly it 
w'ould have been so ratified had there 
not been grave reason to believe that 
the President thought he had authority 
to make an international agreement 
without submitting It to the Senate. 
If it was called a treaty it w’ould be 
necessary to submit It. If It was called 
an “agreement,” though Identical in all 
other respects with a treaty. It would 
be competent for the President alone 
to make it. To make such a conclu¬ 
sion Impossible the language was 
changed by the , committee, and the 
change w'ns approved by the Senate 
with only nine dissenting votes.

Ringing and clear, the command was 
given yesterday to Louisville's army of 
evangelists and revival workers. It 
was welcomed eagerly, and tho day saw 
services one or more times In every 
section of Louisville In an effort to 
drive out vice. Immorality and unbelief. 
The end of the day. to all external ap¬ 
pearances, certainly found wrong on 
the run and right In pursuit. 

The first day of the big religious re¬ 
vival for which Louisville has been 
preparing for weeks was big and suc¬ 
cessful beyond anticipations. With six¬ 
teen meetings In Louisvftle, one In NeW 
Albany and one In Jeffer^nvllle, it 
was truly a religious Sunday. It had 
been deemed to make the first day one 
that would draw thousands, and thus 
draw Interest from the outset.

The man who brought out this mon¬ 
ster audience was more than capable 
of holding their attention once he had 
begun, and he made a deep Impression, 
He took ns his subject the responsibil¬ 
ity of the father for the son, his topic 
being "True Manhood." It wus a dif¬ 
ferent address from those usually de¬ 
livered at meetings only for men, »s 
It was directed at the older men, those 
who are fathers.

He told 
of waiting until his victim was asleep 
In an eating stand at tho fair grounds, 
and then securing a plank and striking 
him several blows over the head. He 
rifled his pockets, and as he w'as get¬ 
ting ready to leave he saw the prostrate 
form of his victim rnovo. He secured 
a splinter from the plank with which

OTH batting and pitching have 
changed completely In th© last 
fifteen yoana. and th© pitching 
has changed moro successfully 
than the batting.’’ says Sk©l Roach, fh© 
gigantic pitcher. “The batting changed 
first, and far a few years the sluggers had 
ail th© best of It. Then the pitcher# adapt¬ 
ed themselves to th© altered conditions, 
and now they hav© th© going all their 
own way. 

*’A pitcher of th© present time,” 8kel 
continued, "must keep the ball up, nnd 
must send in high shoot# continually. If 
he puts them down, and leta them droop 
around the batter's knees, he ©'ill be get¬ 
ting the release envelope in a hurry. 

“Fifteen years ago th© man who threw 
low ball# was th© master of th© situation, 
and th© low drop curve was in great de¬ 
mand. Men Ilka Rtemsey and Buffington, 
masters of low drop balls, were kings, 
and every pitcher had a drop in his re¬ 
pertory. To-day the highball rules, and 
th© drop haa been discarded. Partly to 
save the arm-yes—but mainly to meet 
tho changed conditions of tin? batting. 

“The old-tlm*' sluggvr stood right up to 
hki work, grasping the handle of the stick 
and swatting, with all his might. He could 
kill a waist t>oJ 1 and could reach up after 
a high shoot with tremendous effect. A 
ball coming bv his knee# or sinking as it 
reached th© plat© was hi# hoodoo and he 
would break his bock bendfng down for 
them. 

“One day Willi© Keeler arrived, and af¬ 
ter him an army of others who realised 
that it was time for a new era in batting. 
Keeler and the other fellows caught ihe 
bat half way up th© stick. They out. 
chopped end bunted. They found low balls 
Just the thing to be whacked under this 
new system. At about the asm# tiny> the 
pitching dintianc© was increased, and 777<? 
drop ball found Ita funeral. Not onlv bAd 
it become easy prey for th© hitura, but It 
could not be controlled as formerly, and. 
with th© changed distance, was breeklug 
anywhere but the proper place. 

"The pitcher* had to begin over again, 
and devTt© new means of fooling the hit¬ 
ters. While they were doing so there was 
plenty of batting, but It wasn’t long until 
th* elabmen had th© batters gauged again. 
They l>egan firing In th© shoots right by 
the neck, and th© crouching batsmen, 
waiting to chop on th© low balls., w’ere 
deceived. 

"Th© pitchers, I think, accommodate 
themselves to changed conditions much 
faster than lb© batsmen. It took only a 
few season# for the t>ltubers to master 
the changed style of batttng, but the 
batters could not work either their brnlru 
or hands fast enough to corn* with the 
change in pitching. They didn’t ©von go 
back to the old style of slugging, but Just 
plugged a way a# bvst they could—and 
got rhe worst of it.”

THOUSANDS OF RATS BEREFT 

OF HOMES BY WRECKING CREW. 


DEMOCRATS SCORE POINTS. 


THEIR POSITION ON RAILROAD 
RATE LEGISLATION POP¬ 
ULAR. 


GERRYMANDER BILL OPPOSED. 


Indismarpouis. Feb. 12.—[Fpeel&l ]—The 
overwhelming Republican majorities In 
both branches of the Indiana Legisla¬ 
ture. making Democratic opposition to 
any party measure futile, have had the 
effect of eliminating politics almost en¬ 
tirely from the present session: that Is. 
that aggressive brand of politics which 
has characterised gome Legislatures 
and caused the attention of the country 
to be riveted tenrponirily upon the 
Rtate. While this Is true, however, the 
minority has made some distinct politi¬ 
cal gains and Its members hre quite 
well ositlsned with the - results that 
have been attained. 

It la admitted in Republican circles 
that the Democrats have gained a de¬ 
cided advantage by the adoption of the 
resolution Instructing the Indiana Sen¬ 
ators and Representatives In Tongrass 
to vote for the bill giving the Interstate 
Commerce Commission power to tlx 
rates. Many of the leading Republic¬ 
ans of the State are op;o-ed to the 
^-President In respect to this question 
and especially some or the large manu¬ 
facturers are openly hostile to 1L The 
Railroad Commission Rill, 'pending now 
in the Legislature, contains a similar 
provision regarding innerstate com¬ 
merce. and! against the provision a bit¬ 
ter war has been waged by many of 
the leading Republicans who are inter¬ 
ested either directly or Indirectly In 
railroad*. 

On the other hand, the people. «nd 
especially ihe shippers, are demanding 
such legislation, and a majority of the 
Repne*cn tat Ives and Senators are pledg¬ 
ed to It. The President's position re¬ 
garding interstate commerce and the 
shippers’ position In Indiana In regard 
to innerstate commerce are practically 
the same. Mr. Bryan came here and 
spoke before the Legislature at the re¬ 
quest of that body He Insisted that 
Democrats should hold up the hand4 of 
the President In the latter's light 
aga/insr the corporations, the advice be¬ 
ing called out by the President's mes¬ 
sage to Congress and his recommenda¬ 
tions regarding rate-making power for 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

• • • 

Democrats Seized Opportunity. 

The Democrats saw their opportunity 
and presented a resolution approving 
the President's policy. The Republican* 
In committee squirmed; but finally, eee- 
Ing that it would no-t do for them to 
stand -back when the Democrats wanted 
to indorse their President, the resolu¬ 
tion wits reported and adopted Then It 
was taken to ^he House, and there, too, 
It was favorably considered. The Dem¬ 
ocrats took the initiative and the Re¬ 
publicans were forced to follow or ad¬ 
mit opposition to the President's policy. 
The resolution as adopted puts Repub- 
. Loans squarely upon a Democratic 
plank which they rhlicmhd in the reoent 
campaign, and the Democrats have had 
<Nmsiderable fun at their expense ever 
since they adopted the resolution. y 

Considerable opposition to Congresff- 
mtan-elecf Chaney's bill for a gerryman¬ 
der of Lite Southern Indiana distrusts 
has developed in the Senate and House. 
William E. Springer, of Bartholomew 
county, is the chairman of the Fourth 
district Republicans and Also a Repre¬ 
sentative in the Legislature. He Is bit¬ 
terly oppof^d to taking Jefferson coun¬ 
ty from tb* Fourth and placing It in the 
Second district, as Chaney would do. 
nnd pr<i»posed to fight the bill In hi* 
double capacity of chairman and legis¬ 
lator. He has made a canvass «»f hl« 
district and has found the Republican 
lesderr to a man opposed to it. 

"Obaney must keep his hands off the 
Fourth," says Springer. "The counties 
of my district do not care particularly 
What h? docs with the Second and the 
Third, but they do object when his bill 
affects Jefferson county. If. to carry 
out Chaney'* plan, there must be one 
county cut off from some district, why 
pot the county be taken off the Third 
Instead of the Sixth? Afler losing Or¬ 
ange county It would still be Demo¬ 
cratic. Jefferson county Is too closely 
connected with other counties of the 
district to warrant the change. It Is 
In the same judicial circuit with Swit¬ 
zerland and the same senatorial district 
•with Ripley. These are very important 
considerations. we think " 

The fact seems to ten that Chancy, by 
appearing here to lobby for a bill In 
his own interest, regardless of what be¬ 
comes of others. Is disappointing to Re¬ 
publicans. During the campaign he 
was talked up as a big man. 'and he 
went Into Congress on a landslide such 
ns war never before witnessed In In¬ 
diana. But he ran nearly 2.0<W) behind 
his ticket In the district. He |s now 
necking to gerrymander the district in 
order to keep himself in Congress, 
where he now Is a* an accident, and 
there Is not one Republican In a dozen 
In the legislature that believes he can 
he elected again if conditions are any¬ 
where near normnl. largely because 
they fee] that the Second district can- 
rot be made Republican they oppose the 
Chaney gerrymander.

Few Vegetables In Market, With 
Prices Above the Average At 
This Time of the Year. 


With eggs twenty-eight cents a 
dozen. Irt9h potatoes avvav up add oth¬ 
er vegetables dear, the supplying of 
the table is a problem by no means to 
be sneered at Just now. and with o 
coaling of snow and Ice covering the 
ground, the thermometer low all the 
time to keep the hens in a bad humor, 
there Is little to look forward to In the 
Immediate future. Not only are eggs 
high, but they are still soaring, while 
the supply Is not bounteous by any 
means. Only cold storage eggs are to 
be had. 

A dealer said last night that Indica¬ 
tions point .to a still higher price for 
eggs. "Unless the weather loosens up 
and the chickens get busy," he said, 
"we may expect to pay from thirty to 
thirty-five cents for our eggs before the 
month ts gone. Eggs are away up 
everywhere, and they are hard to get. 
It will require the help of the hens to 
relieve the situation." 

To add to the discomfiture of the sit¬ 
uation and complicate the problem of 
keeping the table supplied there Is an¬ 
other condition for which the cold 
weather Is responsible. The fish supply 
is not plentiful. The ^Sealers* supply 
must come from the Southern lakes and 
rivers, and is of a kind that does not 
suit the Louisville customer so well as 
does the kind of llsh taken from the na¬ 
tive waters. Since the Ice has been In 
the Ohio the river fishermen have 
found It Impossible to take them from 
their frigid haunts. 

The variety of vegetables Is limited, 
there being only the hardy kinds In the 
market. Irish potatoes are plentiful, 
hut are selling higher than usual at 
this time of year. Sweet potatoes are 
to be had, but the supply is not great, 
while the price is high. Cabbage is 
plentiful and turnips are on the market 
at reasonable figures, but other vege¬ 
tables of the fancier kind are not to be 
found. The home supply is exhausted 
and the Southern gardens are not yet 
sending out their spring crop.

Owner of Lee Line of River Packets 
and Well Known In Louis¬ 
ville. 


Back Door Battered Down and 
Thieves Enter Fred Haiss' Place. 


Telegram* were received In Louisville 
yesterday telling of the death, in Mem¬ 
phis. of Capt. James Lee, owner of the 
Lee line of steamer*, and one of the 
most prominent citizens of that place. 
His son. Robert E. Lcee, is the manager 
of the lines nnd is well known in this 
city. Many of the Lae steamboats were 
built In Jeffersonville. Uapt. I^' ope¬ 
rated the largest river fleet of United 
States mail boats In the country. 

Uapt. Lee was advanced in years, and 
lived his entire Hfe In Memphis, where 
he reared a large family and amassed 
a larg** fortune. He was universally re¬ 
spected aod beloved as a public-spirited 
man and as on Ideal citizen. 

Copt. I^ee whs a graduate of Prince¬ 
ton College, and for several years prac¬ 
ticed law, hut lat'terly his practice was 
dropped and his attention given to his 
Inrger business Interests of transporta¬ 
tion. manufacturing and hanking. He 
has always been prominently Identified 
with the best Interests, of Memphis, 
both in public nnd private enterprises, 
having served many years on the Board 
«-»f Public. Works , as < 'om miss loner and 
Vice Mayor. His first public rorvio^ 
was immediately following the yellow- 
fever epidemic of 1878-9. at which time 
Memphis Was suffering from demorali¬ 
zation, depopulation and practical 
bankruptcy ns the result of 'that 
scourge. At that time a coterie of stal¬ 
wart and Rubstamfn.1 citizens took 
charge of the city government, and the 
beauWul «nd prosperous Memphis of 
to-day is the result of the ground¬ 
work then laid by «’apt. Lee nnd hts as¬ 
sociates. led by Dr. D. T. Parker, who 
was the first President of the Taxing 
district of Memphis.

keeping in shallow water and carrying 
life-lire servers. The ao-called ’‘outside” 
element—the powerful coterie of Wall 
mtreet operators headud by John W 
Gaies nnd which I* supported to con¬ 
trol A long line of the May. e^bnaied 
to l>e around 20,000.000 bu&hets—has 
inan l fretted ltiodcnuc activity, but its 
operation* In the aggregate have not 
been large. 

If developments are to come soon the 
trode believes that the Wall street long 
line of May will play the Important 
part in them. There hnve been numer¬ 
ous expressions of bearishness on the 
floor and in the various offices of the 
traders, but the oncftvd lcnotvn all too 
well that, when Gate#* and hid u-ssociares 
take the figurative bit Ini their teeth 
and start to "do thlmg..-" there will be 
activity enough for all—perhaps too 
much for many of the traders. 

How quiet the May deal has been 
for the last two weeks may be seen 
it* the fatd that. the fluctuations of the 
option have k*.*pt FWbstantlaUy between 
yi.lfi and $1.17. But this quietness do»*s 
not Indicate anything one way or the 
other The trade appreciates that the 
man behind it la made *rf ®tuff that ran 
be neither talked, argued or frightened, 
and with unlimited moans behind him 
he Is simply waiting the time which his 
foresight has nosuivd him would make 
his great investment Immensely protlt- 
able. And nothing In the pneisent fit uo - 
tlon warrants the assumption that he 
has made a. mistake In htis original cal- 
outattoiw of the ioa<le<iua«y of this 
year’s crop of wheat in the United 
States for the requirements of the 
country. 

Winter wheat can only now be had 
In driblets, which, according to g<cd 
authority, will dry up entirely In the 
next six weeks, and the spring wheat 
miller.' 3 have been reduced to the n-*eefl¬ 
ail y of resorting to unusual methods 
to prevent the bareness of their terri¬ 
tory from becoming too apparent be¬ 
fore tlhey have gathered In the Inst 
bushel for their own use Receipts in 
Hie Northwest have not yet be*ome w 
small as to create the degree of uneasi¬ 
ness that would be seen In a ru*b of 
buying to affect the price, and as the 
large interests that have already made 
theft* punchasre* seem indisposed to re¬ 
sort to any manipulative tactics, fur¬ 
ther raising of the May price appears 
deetined to await the slower process of 
the gradual extinguish merit of supplies 
of native wheat. 

July and Bcptember wheat tire both 
receiving th® Ikm’s share of attention 
from the large body of the general 
trade, whose opinion as expressed by 
their ipore recent operations is that 
both are higher than is warranted, un¬ 
it's another such series of misfortunes 
Is to be encountered by the next crop 
as was experienced by the last. The 
calamity may not be repeated, and Its 
unlikelihood is making bears of the 
professional operators, but what can be 
ooen. at present of the winter wheat pros¬ 
pect does not hold ot»L much hope of 
better results from it than from the 
previous season'* poor returns. 

What may happen to the other part 
of the crop l» ns uncertain as the 
weather wm tmy have between the 
present time mad Its maturity, but the 
point now being made In favor of sell¬ 
ing September wheat I* Uuirt with the 
encouragemeivt of this 4 year’s extraor¬ 
dinarily high prices the farmers in the 
Northwest will devote the greater part 
of their land to the raising of wheat to 
the exclusion of the usual area they 
sow to oat*. barley and flux. There 
ere many uncertainties oorverveted with 
such a proposition, but until It t* seen 
when they get on the ground the com¬ 
ing spring It la idle to make it the 
basis of serious catoula.itou.

Firmness In Corn. 

Corn started rhe hitst week with an 
Upward tendency that was Indicative 
of Its future course, there being no 
time at which It could l>e vailed weak 
That was not An accordance with the 
general estimate of what was due to 
a 2.1)00.000,000 crop, ami the advancing 
priced had much to contend with on 
that account. 

Receipts at the primary' western 
markets w*ere not a& uniformly smaller 
than those of the year before as they 
were the week previous, but were still 
smrll enough to create a doubt of the 
correctness of the larger estimate* th.it 
hnd been made of the size of the crop. 
They also supported the ooii tensions of 
tho«# who, while Inclined to throw dis¬ 
credit on th#* tiON-ermnetu'g view of th* 
eeartMY® production, had been main¬ 
taining that at the profit price farm¬ 
ers would prefer their grain to its 
money equivalent. 

Demoralisation of the railroad freighr 
situation wa» likewise advanced as a 
reason why handlers of the cash grain 
were reluctant buyers and were there¬ 
fore on that, account contributing to 
prevent the freer movement that should 
follow reduced cost of carriage to the 
seaboard. Dull nests of speculation tn 
the commodity which ordinarily would 
have a depressing effect upon its vahn* 
did not seem to have fte usual influence 
nnd was thenefbre taken s« an addi¬ 
tional rearoi* to expect a stronger mar¬ 
ket when In the natural coup*>* of 
thing* there would be a change in thu 


houses have from more than 5,000.090 
bushels been reduced to about 2 . 000 ,Oho 
bushels. There arc still, however. 5.- 
300.000 bushels at Minneapolis and near¬ 
ly 4,000,000 bushel* at Duluth, that will 
be released, for rlistributlpn with the 
opening of navigation, so that whatever 
reason* may exjft for higher prices in 
the future, among them cannot be reck¬ 
oned any prospective scarcity.

Little Change In Provisions. 

Provisions* are still having to con¬ 
tend with plentiful supplies of hog* 
and a demand for the products insuffi¬ 
cient to cause any fear for their suffi¬ 
ciency to provide every likely demand 
from the consumers, Tlte pack or* haw 
given no sign of weakening In their 
determination to hold their com fluidi¬ 
ties through the season of heavy de¬ 
liveries of the raw mute rial. Fluctua¬ 
tions in the speculative value* have 
been small nnd there is practically no 
change In price* os compared with a 
week ago. Outsider* are taking Utile 
Interest in the trade, and while the 
smaller packers have been generally 
Inclined to sell the futures there hav * 
been Independnt a peculators who have 
pinned their faith to what they con¬ 
sidered the safer Hue of following the 
lead, so far as they could see it; of the 
more important manufacturer®.

Cattle Market Firm. 

At the stockyard** prices for beef 
steers have not materially changed, but 
there has been a strong tone for butch¬ 
er cuttle and on the best grade* of 
cows prices have advanced 10 to 15 
cents, some sellers quoting advance* 
high as 25 cents. The extreme weak 
point In the market hus been common 
cutters, which have been practically* 
unsalable it Is declared by country 
misers that it does not pay to feed 
threv cows, and that the only thing 
that can be done with thorn is to sell at 
any price. 

In hog* sharp fluctuations, occasioned 
by Irregularities in the marketing*, 
have been the rulf. The packers forced 
the prices down in the middle of the 
week, following a sharp bulge early*; 
then lack of supplies forced prices up 
again and the llnal close was around 5 
cents under the high time of the week. 

Sheep and lambs have maintained a 
steady r tone except for poor grades ami 
these show Ipasre* of 10 to 25 cents.

and to-tiay Mr. McCormick rc*oe1ved 
the feHchatlon* of many of hi* col- 
leaguets of the diplomatic corps. While 
naturally gratified by the manifesta¬ 
tions of President Roosevelt’* ccmfl- 
dence conlained in the promotion to 
France, and although he l* not pereon- 
aBiy averse to the change on account 
erf the climate. Ambassador McCormick 
is lonth to sever hi* many pleasant re¬ 
lations here and withdraw from such 
an Interesting field at thi® Ume. 

The post of Ambassador to Russia, 
at no tlin^ I* a b u d of rom, owing to 
the pc^uftor c-»ndtUor* existing here, 
has berei peculiarly difficult during th3 
eventful two years of Mr. McOormick's 
stay, requiring the exercise of tact and 
Judgment of a high order. American 
Interests clashed sharply with those cf 
Russia before the war, when Secre¬ 
tary Hay was earnestly fighting for 
the preeervatilon of the Integrity of 
China and the policy of the open door; 
nn-d wine* the outbreak of hostilities 
there have be*ti disputes over contra 
band and other quest Ion*.

War Brought Added Cares.

My her as a sui^tlTute for Secretary 
Hay** original arbitration treaty 

Mr. McCormick probubly wftl leave 
L>r Par - the middle of March. Several 
weeks will be required to put affndra 
at the Kmb;tBsy in order for turning 
over to Mi Meyer, the new Ambassa¬ 
dor. and making an extended round of 
officio) farewell via it* to members of 
the imperial family and court, members 
of the diplomatic corps and other of¬ 
ficials.

At one 
tlma Loulevtlla warehousemen were ready to 
help finance the crojK but they could not coimi 
lo an understanding with the leaders of thl 
growers’ association on a satisfactory business 
boats, and the fact that the plan as finally out¬ 
lined was no* altogether practical end the fur¬ 
ther fact that It probably met with oppjalllon 
from (he trust prevented a successful consum¬ 
mation. Where so many Interest# are Involved, 
and so much money Is at stake, a deal like this 
one Is an exceedingly d iffi cult proposition to 
handle, and the falluuro to get the expotteJ 
financial encvuragun>ent slx uld occasion no 
great disappointment, a* die handwriting on 
the wall lias been apparent for oarne little 
time. 

A# for the week’s market, the quality of 
the new Burley was not gool. and there was 
a deolded l*c4t of color tn the offerings, which 
were In many cases soft and out of condition. 
There was a falling oft in the demand for 
trashes, and the common rel and /nixed varie¬ 
ties wore easier.

LONG ILLNESS 


ENDS IN DEATH OF FRANK M. 
BARBOUR. 


Prominent Merchant of Evansville, 
Itnd., Dies at Norton In¬ 
firmary. 


Frank M. Barbour, member of the 
firm of Winkle, Barbour & Co., one of 
the oldest wholesale shoe houses In 
Evansville. Ind., died at the Norton in¬ 
firmary at 5 o'clock yesterday morning 
after an Illness extending over the last 
four years. Mr. Barbour was forced to 
retire from active business life seven 
years ago on account of an attack of 
nervous prostration, and for the past 
four years he had been a patient In 
different Infirmaries In order to reoelve 
medical attention. He had been con¬ 
fined to Norton Infirmary' for the past 
five months, but only during the last 
three weeks had his condition been con¬ 
sidered serious. His doath was due to 
& complication of asthma, dilated air 
cells of the lungs and heart disease, 
superinduced by nervous breakdown. 

Mr. Barbour was fifty-seven years of 
age and was bom in Pemberton. Ky. 
In early life he moved to Evansville, 
where he soon entered the shoe busi¬ 
ness. and a few years later the firm 
which bears his name was organized. 
The latter Is now twenty-five years old 
and controls the largest trade of any 
firm In Southern Indiana. 

Mr. Barbour Is survived by a widow, 
two sisters. Mrs. T. J. Howe and Mrs. 
Thomas Coleman, of Louisville; one 
brother. William Barbour, of Evans¬ 
ville. His body was taken to Evans¬ 
ville at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
and the funeral services will be held 
at the residence there this afternoon. 

REV. J. C. COLDWELL 

DIES IN FLGRIDA. 


Was Well Known In Louisville and 
Had Had Pastorates In Kentucky. 


A telegram announcing the doath on 
Saturday afternoon of the Rev. Jo¬ 
seph C. Coldwell at his home In Talla¬ 
hassee. Fla., has been received by rel¬ 
atives In Louisville. Miss Mary Logan 
who was on a visit to Mr. and Mrs. 
Coldwell. had written that Mr. Cold- 
well was 111 with grip. The last news, 
however, was encouraging, and It la 
supposed that the disease suddenly as¬ 
sumed a sever* and fktal form. Mr. 
Coldwell had many friends in Louis¬ 
ville and Kentucky, as most of his ac¬ 
tive life in the ministry was spent in 
this State. He was a native of Shelby - 
vllle, Tenn.. and a graduate of the 
Botithwestern Presbyterian University 
at Clarksville. Tenn., and the Union 
Theological Seminary of Virginia. He 
had held pastoral charges at Culleoku 
Tenn.. Holly Springs, Miss., and in 
Kentucky at Elizabethtown, New 
Providence and Morganfleld. He U*ft 
the last named place a few months Jgo 
to become pastor of the Presbyterian 
church at Tallahassee. Some years ago 
Mr. Coldwell wns married to Miss An¬ 
nie Logan, sister to Misses Mnry. Sa¬ 
mantha and Bettlo Logan, whoso home 
18 at 1312 Brook street. Mrs. Coldwell 
and an only daughter. Miss Mary Lo¬ 
gan Coldwell. survive him. 

Mr. Coldwell was a Christian gentle¬ 
man of the highest type, warm In his 
affections, quiet and genial In his man¬ 
ner. considerate of others, and faithful 
In all the relations of life. He wax a 
pastor who endeared himself to his con¬ 
gregation, and a minister whose ser¬ 
mons were instructive in matter and 
Impressive in delivery. He had been 
In the ministry more than twenty-five 
years, and the announcement of his 
death will carry sorrow to many hearts 
that through these years he had com¬ 
forted in trouble and inspired to Chris¬ 
tian living.

The sale of property for delinquent 
taxes owed the city of New Albany and 
Floyd county will begin at the court¬ 
house door. In that county, to-day, and 
will continue until all the property ad¬ 
vertised Is sold. These ©ales will bo 
cond-udted by Amos P. AtkLni, OowVty 
Treasurer, and Jacob Best, City Treas¬ 
urer. When the lists were prepared 
four week® ago there were 1,000 pieces 
of property on the city list, while that 
of the county contained nearly a# many 
more. Since then more than 400 of the 
delinquents have paid their back taxes. 

The Indications are that much of the 
advertised property will be bought by 
agenta representing capitalists of other 
cities. For the last week a half dozen 
agents of foreign capitalists have been 
engaged In examining the records In 
the office of the County Recorder and 
have been selecting eligible pieces of 
property that will probably be redeem¬ 
ed without lawsuits. Under the law. the 
purchaser Is required to pay the full 
amount of taxes owed the city and 
county, and In many cases where the 
arrears have extended over a long term 
of years, the amount due is hi excess 
of the value of the property. Pieces of 
this'character will be let alone. It is 
expected that over $50,000 will be In¬ 
vested by capitalists of other cities In 
these tax eepflflcvites. The law pro¬ 
vides that the holder of the certificates 
la to receive 10 per cent, from the own¬ 
er who desires to redeem his property 
within the* first six months after the 
sale, and 15 per cent, the second six 
months. At the expiration of two yearn 
from the time of the sale the purchaser 
may demand a deed to the property 
from the authorities. There is a ques¬ 
tion as to the validity of the tax titles, 
however, and many prefer, at the ex¬ 
piration of the two years, to bring suit 
in the courts to recover the amount ad¬ 
vanced. together with the penalties and 
Interwt. After judgment is secured the 
property may be sold on execution, 
leaving The unfortunate delinquent one 
year In which to redeem, as provided 
In the statutes of Indiana. 

Since the agitation concerning the 
delinquent taxes began in the early 
part of last summer. City Treasurer 
Best has collected nearly $100,000 back 
taxes, some of which/had been In ar¬ 
rears for twenty years. 

The New* Albany Common Council. 
In order to stimulate the payment, 
gave a rebate of 6 per cent, during the 
month of July. 1904. and more than $26.- 
000 was collected In thAt month. Re¬ 
bate* of 4 per certt. were given for 
August, September and October, and 
2 per cent, for November. Beginning 
December 1. & penalty of 10 per cent, 
was added. 

NEW JUDICIAL DISTRICT. 


In consequence It has been Impossible 
to get a drink in that town after hours. 
Under the provisions of the Nicholson 
law. when two complaints have been 
filed against any person for Its viola¬ 
tion and convictions have followed, 
upon the third complaint the license 
can be taken from the offender, put¬ 
ting him out of business. 

The New Albany police have been 
equally vlgtlnnt of late In putting a 
stop to gambling of any kind, and in 
consequence a poker game must be con¬ 
ducted with great circumspection or 
the players will bo required to say 
•’Good morning!" to the Judge. New 
Albany has never been noted as a 
gambling town, although there have al¬ 
ways been a fe%v games- of chance op¬ 
erated In the city. Tills Is entirely 
stopped, however, nnd even the colored 
gamester. If he desires to shoot craps, 
must seek some lonely basement In an 
isolated part of the city and exercise 
groat caution ltl going to and coming 
from the rendezvous.

New Albnmy May Bo Court City of 

Federal District. 

If a bill Introduced In the House of 
Representatives by Congressman 
Crumpacker becomes a law New Al¬ 
bany will be the seat of Justice of one 
of the five districts Into which Indiana 
will be divided for United States Court 
business. The bill provides there Bhall 
be two Federal Judges In the State, 
and all cases In the counties composing 
any one of these five districts shall be 
tried In the district in which It origi¬ 
nates. The Federal Judges will both 
live in Indianapolis, but will alternate 
In hearing cases Iri each division. 

The district of which New Albany 
will be the seat of Justice will be com¬ 
posed of Floyd, Harrison, Crawford, 
Orange, Washington, Clark. Lawrence. 
Jackson. Scott, Jennings. Jefferson. 
Ripley, Ohio and Switzerland. Each 
division shall have a deputy clerk nnd 
a deputy United States Marshal, the 
first appointed by the United States 
Clerk and the other by the United 
States Marshal. They shall receive $1.- 
800 a year and may be removed by the 
Federal Judge at any time. New' Al¬ 
bany has a fine Federal building, on the 
second floor of which Is located a 
United States Marshal. Until twelve 
years ago two terms of the Federal 
Court were held In that city each year, 
but at the July term in 1893 Judge 
Baker became greatly incensed at the 
Jury In a criminal case tried there and 
since that time until he retired from 
office two years ago he held brief and 
Infrequent terms. Judge Anderson 
since he was appointed United States 
Judge has held two terms, neither ex¬ 
ceeding more than three or four hours 
In duration, nnd all the. cases filed 
there. Including those in bankruptcy, 
are transferred to Indianapolis.

WHEBE THE SHANTY BOATMEN 

GO IN THE WINTER MONTHS. 


Take Their Frail Cruft Into Small Streams Kmnty. 
ins Into the Ohio. 


—i - 

When It Is remembered that during 
the summer the placid bosom of the 
Ohio river is dotted with those little 
rudderless, prnpellerle©* craft known 
as "house" or shanty boats, and that 
each one of these furnishes a home for 
from one to a score of people, the 
question arises as to what becomes of 
them during the winter months, when 
the river is frozen from shore to shore 
and the heavy Ice that would crush 
their hovels like an eggshell drives 
them from Us path. The question was 
put to Capt. William Devan. of the 
United States life-saving station, yes¬ 
terday, and he said: 

"The shanty boatmen will take care 
of themselves In any condition. There 
are few of them ever lost In the river, 
and. strange to say, they nearly ali 
have large families of healthy, hearty 
children. The women are hardy and 
able to bear the hardships that fall to' 
their lot on the river, while the men 
have constitutions of Iron." 

"Where do these frail boats find a 
harbor when the river Is full of Ice?" 
Capt. Devan was asked. 

"Every creek and small stream that 
empties into the Ohio furnishes a har¬ 
bor." he replied. ’The shanty boatman 
takes no chances with a freeze-up In 
the big rivers. If you will watch them 
you will see them early in the winter 
before the first thin Ico apepars along 
the shore hauling their boats far up 
1 Into the little streams, w here they pre¬ 


pare to spend the winter. They seek 
the streams near the towns and cities 
along the rivers, and during the frigid 
months, when fishing 1* poor, they find 
work os laborers In the towns and 
cities. Some of them are not too con¬ 
scientious to steal a little, and thus 
make their scant living from what they 
purloin from others.’’ 

"Are there many of them near Louis¬ 
ville ?'• he was asked. 

"Yes; above and below the city there 
are several ©mall streams emptying 
into the river, nnd all these streams 
furnish a safe place for several shanty 
boatmen and their families. The men 
of the boats make a living for their 
families by work In Louisville and tho 
towns across the river. I see them 
about the wharf frequently." 

Capt. Dovan said the life*of the shan¬ 
ty boatmen in summer Is one of the 
moit Independent known. These people 
are ut no expense. They pay no# rent 
'or their little home, pay no taxes and 
no Mcenre of any kind. They are near¬ 
ly all good fishermen, and they move 
about and select the best markets 
They make their own nets and carry a 
full equipment of fishing tackle. Their 
wives and children make willow chairs, 
rustic tables and bric-a-brac that finds 
a ready sale, and they fnre compara¬ 
tively well on their income. Tn winter 
ho said, they are subjected to hardship! 
but their rugged nature prepares them 
for lu

WAS HEAVILY IN DEBT. 


SOLD THU EE HORSES FOR $600 
BEFORE LEAVING. 


OBJECTION TO PAROLE LAW. 


ITowurd Fry. a promtr.ent young 
farmer of Utica township, Clark coun¬ 
ty. Ind., 4© mtsatng from hi* home, five 
mile/* ea*t of JefferaanvJlle, and every' 
effort ©o far made to locale | him has 
been uncvucoapE^ful. He ha* been gone 
Ffrnoe Wednesday morning and the last 
heard of him he was In Louisville. He 
has an uncle. Jaocfo Fry, llvlr^r in Cali¬ 
fornia and he may have gone there, 
but this la only a surmise. A brother 
live* In Bedford, Ind., and he wtw sent 
for Saturday, arriving in Jeffersonvlile, 
where Ms father, John F. Fry, Hves. 
yesterday. 

When Fry left hJa home hunt Wednes¬ 
day morning he was In hi* usual spirits, 
although he had been Inclined to be 
deopotMtent for some time on account of 
financial entvixiglement©. but was no 
more discoursed, so far a* ooutid be 
detected, when he drove away than 
previously. He told his wife, who was 
Miss Della Smltrtu and to whom he 
was married In September, 1902, that he 
wr« going to LoulevUle to sell a horse 
to raise money to pay a debt that was 
pushing him. With a hegTo farm hand 
named Turner, Fry left home in a bug¬ 
gy. driving a fine ho-nse and leading 
anot her. 

At Louisville Fry sold the hors* he 
had started out winh for $160. so Turner 
says, and the other for $325. Turner 
*a>> Fry' ktft him on Market stmeet. 
exactly where he does not know, and 
told him he we* going to buy a span of 
mule© or a team of horse* he had been 
looking at. Turner was told to go on 
home, 

When Mrs. Fry was told what her 
husband had enld he was going to do. 
and when he did r.ot return during the 
day rhe became uneasy and the Jef¬ 
fersonville police were notified and the 
Louisville department called up. Be¬ 
fore leaving home Fry sold a horee to 
his uncle. AJbrahom FYy, for $125, 
which would have made $600 he had 
collected during fhe week.* 

Mrs Fry received a letter from her 
husband Friday, which was r*.«tm*rk- 
ed Louisville. He said he had deter¬ 
mined to leave, bfx^iuee he could not 
face the debts hanging over him and 
for the payment of which hi© creditor e 
were crowding him. He said he had 
secured work In a factory and would 
board within a square of the place, 
which would allow him to evade any of 
Ms old acquaintance* and he would rot 
be aevn. His object in writing this way 
Is supposed to be for the purpose of 
leaving an impression with his wife 
thAt he could not be found. He said 
she would hear from him again, but so 
Par ©he ha© not. \ 

Fry did not own the farm on which 
he Lived, but It belonged to his father 
who l© wealthy, as Is his father-in-law. 
William W. Smith. He is said to have 
a number of person© on his paper, one 
of them being Omo Lentz, who is try¬ 
ing to locate Fry, on a note of $200. A 
few days ago Judgment was given In 
Jeffersonville against Fry on a note 
for $200 in favor of Mrs. JuMa L. May- 
Hold, the paper being Indorsed by Will¬ 
iam w. Bmlth, Saturday there was 
another Judgment given against him 
for $100 tn favor of Frank Kaelin the 
lr/donser being Frank M. Mayfield 
There wa* a second Judgment In favor 
of Kaelin rendered at the Fame time, 
which waa for $50. Frank M. Mayfield 
being the principal and Fry' the in¬ 
dorsor. The last two note* were given 
In payment for arttcies bought at a 
aale. 

Fry belong© to one of the oldest fam¬ 
ilies In dark county. Indiana, and he 
ha© many prominent relative*, who are 
greatly worried over his absence 

JTEFFERSONVTLLE OBJECTS 


To Paroled Convicts Remaining In 
That City. 

A bill prepared at the request of per¬ 
sona In Jeffersonville to regulate the 
paroling of oonvlct* from the Indiana 
Reformatory* ha* been Introduced in 
the Legislature by Benator Charles F. 
C. Hancock, who represen,t© Clark, Scott 
and Jenning© counties. It provides that 
no Ininate of the Reformatory shall be 
I>aroled until he hA* ©ecurvd employ¬ 
ment In the county from which he Is 
*©nt, and he must be furn&riied trans¬ 
portation to that place only. 

Thera has been a great deal of com¬ 
plaint In Jeffersonville about paroled 
convicts, not only from the Reforma¬ 
tory but from (he State Prison at Mich¬ 
igan City also, nnd for this reason the 
bill was prepared. It has been claimed 
that the undesirable clas* are dumped 
out of the prisons to compete with hon¬ 
est fre? labor and thnt not bedng known 
they force themselves on people who 
would rot associate with them provided 
their former history was known. Not 
being residents of Jeffersonville when 
convicted. It le held, they should not be 
allowed to make that aity their home 
when the prison imrb I© cast aside. 

The bill Is opposed by Supt. W. H 
Whittaker, of the Refbrmntory. who 
claims that the purpose the parole ays-, 
tem is now endeavoring to serve would 
be destroyed, and sAid: 

‘This bill would defeat the very end 
aimed at. 1 suppose those who had 
the bill introduced want to prevent so 
many inimtte* being paroled In Jeffer¬ 
sonville. A* a matter of fact, if the 
ttll was passed there would be more 
paroled in Jeffersonvllte than la the 
case now. At thla time there are fifteen 


Inmates of the Reformatory *ent from 
Jeffersonville. On the other hand, there 
are but three / paroled men reporting 
from Jeffersonville. If the bill that tens 
been Introduced becomes a law Jeffer¬ 
sonville would get far more than is now 
the case. 

"The average would be 30 per cent, 
higher, for we send that percentage 
out of the State, and under the Hancock 
Bill the practice would be stopped. In 
some cases if we sent a man back to 
the county where he was sentenced 
he would be sure to return for the rea¬ 
son that he has no friends there. We 
aim to send them Among friend* where 
there l» a better chance for keeping 
them straight. Out of 180 men paroled 
last year fifty-two were sent out of the 
State and all of these would have been 
paroled In Indiana had the law now’ 
contemplated been In force. The dispo¬ 
sition if not to parole any more than 
possible In Jeffersonville, a* the man¬ 
agement desire© to send them elsewhere 
arid out of Bight of their former place 
of confinement to begin life anew." 

The fourth biennial report of the Re¬ 
formatory, which was Issued November 
1. shows that Clark county sent two 
men to the Reformatory In 1903 and 
seven In 1904. making nine for the two 
years, which, according to Suipt. Whit¬ 
taker's statement, leaves six more there 
who were received more than two 
years ago. According to the report 
there were 430 men' received during the 
last year and but 193 paroled. This is 
accounted for on the ground that the 
management Is using more care in 
turning the Inmates out ami shows that 
twenty-two more than half of the num¬ 
ber received ©till remained In confine¬ 
ment at the end of the year. For the 
fiscal year ending October 31. 1902. be¬ 
fore the present board took charge. 366 
convicts were received on convictions, 
while 282 were released on parole, leav¬ 
ing but eighty-four, less than one- 
fourth, Ptlil remaining. 

TO CORRECT MISTAKE. 

Taxes Due One Town Collected By 
Another. 

Senate Bill No. 292. Introduced in the 
Indiana Legislature by Senator C. F. C. 
Hancock, of Jeffersonville, originated 
from a peculiar cause and is the j-esult 
of a quarrel between two township©, 
Washington nnd Oregon. In Clark coun- 
ty, over the collection of $1,531 In taxes, 
which the latter collected and the for¬ 
mer demand*. The bill provides that 
in case the property situated In one 
township 1© assessed in another, the 
township where the property l© located 
can recover the amount of the assess¬ 
ment from the township collecting It. 

The Louisville branch of the Balti¬ 
more and Ohio Southwestern rollroad 
between Marysville, which Is In Wash¬ 
ington township, and Nabb. Washington 
township, cut* off one comer of the 
latter with a few feet more than one- 
half of a mile of track, the taxes on 
which, amounting In all to $1,531, *lnce 
1881 had been paid to Oregon township 
and was assessed In that way. Some 
one dlftcovered the mistake and as a 
remit suit was brought to recover the 
money wrongfully paid, but it went out 
of court on a demurrer that It was not 
according to law for a township to sue 
In Ita own name, but the action slvmld 
have been brought through tho Trustee. 

This, of course, ©ettled the suit, but 
not the merits of the question, and 
neither did it give Washington town¬ 
ship the taxen belonging to it which 
had gone to Oregon township. Rather 
than go into long and uncertain litiga¬ 
tion under the j^resent laws the bill waa 
drafted and placed in the hands of Sen. 
ator Hancock. If th- measure Is passed 
Washington township can have re¬ 
course against Oregon township by su¬ 
ing for the taxes collected, ,
